The  Bowman  Gray  School  of  Medicine  has  recently  begun 
a  major  expansion  program  which,  when  completed,  will 
almost  double  its  facilities  and  enrollment.  It  is  fast  growing 
and  taking  its  place  as  one  of  the  great  medical  centers  of 
our  country.  It  deserves  to  be  represented  by  the  best  which 
we,  its  graduates  and  future  graduates,  have  to  offer.  One 
of  the  means  by  which  we  represent  ourselves  to  other  schools 
is  through  our  publications,  for  by  them  we  reflect,  in  part, 
the  attitudes,  abilities  and  achievements  of  our  student  body. 
This  is  especially  true  in  regards  to  our  yearbook  because 
the  story  which  it  has  to  tell  is  told  mainly  by  pictures.  In 
the  past  we  have  been  bound  by  necessity  and  tradition  to  a 
fairly  nondescript  series  of  annuals,  produced  with  insufficient 
funds  by  students  with  little  time  to  spare  for  such  endeavors. 
In  general,  however,  we  have  done  well  for  a  student  body 
of  less  than  200  students,  and  a  yearbook  staff  of  as  few  as 
two  persons.  Unfortunately,  our  basic  philosophy  has  been 
that  of  so  many  yearbooks — of  cramming  as  many  pictures 
as  possible  into  as  small  a  space  as  possible  with  little  regard 
to  context  or  continuity.  It  has  been  a  philosophy  of  ex- 
pediency. .  .    r       .    . 

We  have  again  this  year  published  a  book  with  funds  in- 
sufficient to  carry  out  all  our  plans,  and  we  can  assure  you 
that  most  of  the  work  of  doing  so  has  fallen  upon  two  stu- 
dents who  have  had  little  time  to  spare  for  it.  In  producing 
this  edition  of  The  Gray  Matter,  however,  we  have  attempted 
a  more  organized  approach  in  telling  our  story.  Our  book  is 
divided  into  three  parts,  PERSPECTIVE,  FOCUS  and  RE- 
FLECTIONS, each  representing  some  aspect  of  VIEWPOINT. 
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PERSPECTIVE  depicts  the  student's  arrival  at  Bowman 
Gray  and  those  things  which  immediately  occupy  his  time. 
FOCUS  brings  into  view  the  people  and  departments  which 
play  the  major  role  in  instructing  us,  as  well  as  the  various 
student  groups  with  which  we  have  come  in  contact  and  of 
which  we  hove  been  a  part.  It  is,  I  believe,  the  first  year 
in  which  we  have  succeeded  in  obtaining  and  printing  a  formal 
portrait  of  every  student  in  both  the  medical  and  paramedical 
schools.  The  last  section,  REFLECTIONS,  is  a  backwards  look 
through  that  well  used  retrospectoscope,  recalling  some  of 
the  things  which  we  have  seen  and  done  along  the  way. 
It  ends,  as  our  four  years  in  medical  school  themselves  end, 
on  a  note  of  nostalgia. 

We  have  tried  to  describe  in  words  and  pictures  a  stu- 
dent's passage  through  the  metamorphosis  by  which  he  trans- 
forms from  the  neophyte  to  the  Doctor  of  Medicine.  There 
is  humor  mixed  with  seriousness  as  well  as  an  occasional 
pointed  jest,  but  the  whole  thing  is  meant  to  be  taken  in 
the  spirit  of  fun.  There  are  very  few  words  in  our  book.  The 
story  is  told  mainly  through  pictures.  In  order  to  accomplish 
this  more  effectively  we  hove  found  it  necessary  to  change 
a  few  things,  as  well  as  to  enlarge  the  book.  We  feel  that  we 
have  made  some  major  improvements,  but  we  also  realize 
that  we  have  accomplished  only  about  60%  of  that  which 
we  set  out  to  accomplish.  This  yearbook  is  not  the  best  it 
could  be,  nor  is  it  the  best  which  Bowman  Gray  students 
will  ever  publish,  but  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  the  beginning 
of  something  new,  different  and  better.  Like  the  study  of 
Medicine  itself,  it  is  a  continuing  challenge. 

If  I  may  be  personal  for  a  moment,  this  book  and  the 
work  which  has  gone  into  its  preparation  is,  in  a  small 
measure,  my  way  of  paying  tribute  to  the  class  of  which  I 
have  been  a  part,  the  faculty  which  has  taught  us  so  well, 
and  the  institution  which  has  brought  us  all  together.  It  is 
small  payment  for  a  large  debt. 
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Is  a  form  of  relaxation. 

It  helps  us  to  relieve  tensions. 

Some  play  it  outdoors. 

Others  play  it  indoors. 

We  often   participate. 

We  sometimes  win. 
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We  have  passed  this  way 

Having  entered,  frightened  by  the  door, 

Unknowing,  seeking,   finding,
